The purpose of the framers of this law w as to increase prohibition territory against the 


local option of the people. 
Alter eighteen months trial of the Rose law. Judge E. E. Corn, of the Common Pleas 
Court, Ironton, a well-known "Dry 
leader, said. 
“I have voted dry at every local option election that has been held where 
I have had a right to vote. 
In my humble opimon from a tem per­ 
ance standpoint, the county local option law IS A l-A IL U K L . 


The operation of the Rose Law has had a baneful and blighting effect upon every coun­ 


ty that has tried it. 
. 
. 
Families were divided and former loyal friends became in many instances bitter enemies. 
Business men were boycotted, bulldozed and coerced by the contending elements. 
Violence to the property and person of individuals on both sides of the question prevailed. 
People residing in the rural comm unities were arrayed against those in the arger cen­ 
ters by an appeal to prejudice. 
Citizens residing in the larger com m unities were stirred to bitterness by w hat they con­ 
tended was interference with their affairs by the people residing in the rural com m unities. 
In the towns and cities made dry against their will under the Rose County Prohibition 
Law. business stagnation ensued, people prefei mg to deal in other counties rather than enter 
communities where chaos and strife prevailed. 
Public im provements in comm unities aff ected by the Rose law were stopped; the po­ 
lice, fire and health departments were weakened, the public thoroughfares were neglected; 
the efficiency of the little red school house was impaired and county institutions were seri­ 
ously crippled. 
This inefficiency and neglect in the conduct of public affairs were produced by the wiping 
out of the immense revenues derived directly and indirectly from the liquor business. 
And all of the time in these Rose law blighted communities taxes mounted higher and 
higher. 
In the com m unities affected by the Rose law, property was confiscated without cot^' 
pensation; men and women were thrown out of employment, affecting the butcher, the 
laker, the grocer, and all others from whom they purchased supplies; houses and store 
rooms were vacated, 
ausing a tumbling of rents and property values. 
And with it all there was no moral advancement, even from the viewpoint of the pro­ 
hibitionist. 
Bootleggers, 
blind 
tigers and kitchen far rooms sprang into existence as the suc­ 
cessor of the open, regulated public drinking place. 
With the passage of the Rose law came the Search and Seizure law. 
Under its operation 
private homes were invaded by dry detectives, even when the liquors in the hom es w eie for 
household consumption. 
This infamous law still stands and under State-W ide Prohibi- 
t on would be made more drastic. 
The repudiation of the Rose law after a three years’ trial is strikingly shown by the 
f-ct that eighteen counties, previously dry, on the second election voted wet. 
These 
teen counties on first election gave an aggregate dry majority of 15,303. 
On the second 
e ection they gave an aggregate wet majority 0f 17,178.

In these tim es of b u s i n e s s depression due to the war in Europe would, if adopted, turn 
the state upside down and invite commercial calamity* 
It is alm ost unbelievable that any set of persons would seriously 
propose a thing *o far 
leaching as the complete prohibition of the manufacture and sale of alcoholic beverages in 


Ohio. 
N otwithstanding the millions invested in the business of manufacturing and selling beer, 
wine and distilled liquors in this state, the confiscation of which would entail bankruptcies 
and bank disturbances, the prohibition question is forced upon the attention of the voter. 


The State-W ide Prohibition Amendment will be far more devastating throughout the 
entire state than the Rose County Prohibition Law in the counties torn asunder by its oper- 


ations. 
If there was not a demand for liquors for beveiage purposes, they would not be manu- 


factured and sold. 
The State-W ide Prohibition Amendment prohibits the sale, manufacture 
for ^ale 
and 
importation for sale of liquors for beverage purposes. 
This plainly means that anyone purchasing wine, beer or whiskey in Ohio tor his per­ 
sonal use, should prohibition prevail, becomes a party to a criminal act. 


In order to make prohibition effective, search end seizure laws would be made more 
drastic and every person having liquor in his own hom e, in his own family ice-box would 
1 ave the privacy of his house invaded by dry detectives. 
As under county prohibition, conflicts would arise between those who believe they 
1 ave the riuht to indulge in liquors for beverage purposes and those who would fasten their 
‘ holier-than-thou" ideas upon their fellow citizens; and the same bitterness, strife and chaos 
created by county prohibition would be extended throughout the entire state. 


The effects of State-W ide Prohibition would be more disastrous than the effects oi 
county prohibition, and upon a more gigantic stale 
, 
The illicit sale of liquors by boot-leggers, in blind tigers and kitchen bar-rooms would 
b< 
e s t a b l i s h e d t h r o u g h o u t t h e s t a t e , displacing the present licensed, 
well 
regulated open 


drinking place. 
As in the counties under the Rose law, State-W ide Prohibition would lead to the in- 
c-eased use of nerve-destroying, brain-racking narcotic drugs with the well-known attend- 


z-nt terrifying evils. 
State-W ide Prohibition would, destroy and confiscate property, the value of which 
may be conservatively estimated at $450,000,0 00. 
This confiscation would produce a business calam ity defying description. 


W ith the destruction of this property, one hundred thousand men would be thrown upocI 
the streets out of :cbs, with the result that the fam ilies dependent upon them would bt 
impoverished, thereby affecting the grocer, the butcher, the baker, and every merchant from] 
v/hom they purchased goods. 
This army of unemployed men would be thrown in competition with those now holding 


jobs. 
W ages would be reduced accordingly. 
State-W ide Prohibition would cause the vacation of thousands of homes and store rooms 
throughout the state and an immediate depreciation in property vaules and rents. 
¿'very taxpayer in the state would not only suffer from the destruction and depreciation 
cf these immense property values, but would be called on to pay increased taxes. 
State-W ide Prohibition would destroy $2,400,000 of revenue paid into the treasury oi the] 
state from the licensed saloon alone. 
In addition to this it would destroy the states pr -j 
portion of the general property tax affected by prohibition. 
It would destroy the state’s income from the corporation tax on the capita 1 stock ofl 
those manufacturing and selling liquors. 
The burdens of this loss to the state would have to be borne by the taxpayers m addi­ 
tion to the loss of $1,200,000 to the counties of the state and $3,000,000 to the municipalities 
c°"hx s t a le , now p r o d u c t from the direct tax upon the liquor business.

does not take into account the townships’, m unicipalities or counties share of the immense I 
revenues derived from the $450,000,000 of property values affected by State-W ide Prohibition. 


All of this would mean taxes— more taxes. 
As an example of this, note the decreased revenues to the state, counties and municipal- 
ities when the Rose County Prohibition Law had been put into operation. 
To meet these declining revenues, tax values would be greatly increased the burdtn 
falling upon the home owner, upon the farmer upon the business man and manufacture:
